Although confirmation of the re- 
ports has not been received, it is ru- 
mored that Higgins is a wealthy ranch 
owner and cattleman in the Arkansas 
city, and that he also holds a civic 
position’ in Mena. His captor’s mes- 
sage to Gwinnett authorities is brief, 
and states only that the arrest has 
been made and that his prisoner will 
retyrn without troub 

Immediately followfnm his return to 
Lawrenceville, he will be placed upon 
trial for the indictment returned in 
1898 for McClung’s murder. The Mc- 
Clung family already have engaged 
counsel in Colonel J. A. Perry, of 
Lawrenceville, a member of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, and have 
taken all n cessary. steps toward pros- 
ecuting the case. 

Another Stripling Case. 

The story of Higr!ns’ career since 
the date of. McClung’s death in. Feb- 
ruary, 1898, as told by those familiar 
with the tragedy and the indicted 
subsequent “estape,~ 
the famous Stripling case. 

No expense was spared by the per- 
sistent family of his victim in a ‘rill- 
ing chase over the ecountry, whica 
forced the fugitive finally to seek ref- 
uge in the Philippines, where he was 
reported to have been killed. Later 
it was rumored his body had _ been 
shipped to Gwinnett county and buried 
quietly in the dead o- night in a rural 
churchyard near his home jn Harbin’s 
district.

At the time of McClung’s§ death, 
Higgins was a backwoodsman living 
in Harbin’s district, situated in the 
mountains 15 miles north of Law- 
renceville. There sisted a firm- 
rooted grudge between him and Mc- 
Glung, according to the story vf the 
tragedy, although the two resided upon 
adjoining farms. 

Dying Appeal for Revenge. 

One night in February, 1898, His- 
gins and McClung met upon the main 
highway leading from Harbin’s dis- 
trict in Lawrenceville. They joined a 
third companion’ and sought shelter 
from the extreme cold in a ..earby 
farmhouse. An argument arose be- 
tween Higgins and a ;oung man 
named Whitley, it was told before the 
grand jury, when McClung attempted 
to interfere as a peacemaker. 

Incensed over McClung’s participa- 
tion in the argument, it was said, Hig- 
gins turned upon McCiung. <A fight 
followed, in which Higgins fired three 
shots into the body of McClung. 

The wounded youth was carried to 
his home, a short distance away He 
ma’: a dying appeal to his brothers 
to avenge his death, and his last words 
were pleas for his family to mete out 
punishment to his slayer. 

Higgins escaped, but at first was 
unable to leave the county because of 
lack of funds. Borrowing $10 he came 
to Atlanta, followed closely by broth- 
ers of the dead youth. The story is 
told around Lawrenceville that the 
McClunegs stuck tenaciously to the 
fugitive’s trail that Higgins Was 
forced to flee from Atlanta packed in 
and

that he escaped to the north, 
lowed by McClungs. 

The McClungs were not without help 
in their persistent chase. They drew 
from the ranks of mountain friends, 
who eagerly joined them in the pur- 
suit. Higgins was compelled to jump 
te the Philippine Islands, where, it is 
said, he enlisted in the United States 
army. 

The unvielding 
deavored to locate 
government, but were unsuccessful. 
Finaliy, just as an expedition to the 
Philippines was being arranged, the 
report came to Lawrenceville that 
Higgins had been killed in a skirmish 
with natives of the Philippines. 

The rumor of the famous. fugitive’s 
death was given credence by all ex- 
cepting the vindictive relativeg of the 
meuntaineer. The report also 
was circulated that the body of Hig- 
gins was slipped into Lawrenceville 
and carted to the church yard of his 
youth near the scene of the tragedy, 
where it was buried quietly during 
the dead of night. 

Pursuit Is Resumed. 


This story of Higgins’. death and 
burial was generally accepted ‘as true, 
and the McClungs let up in their pur- 
sult. Like all such mysterious cases, 
though, other rumors flew abroad, and

Chicago, November 7.—Jack Johnson, 
champion heavyweight negro prize 
fighter, was arrested by federal offi- 
cers tonight, charged with a violation 
of the Mann white sigve law. His ar- 
rest came after the return by the fed- 
eral grand jury of n indictment 
charging him with having caused the 
transportation of Belle Schreiber, a 
white woman, 26 years old, from Pitts- 
burg to Chicago, August 10, 1910, for 
an unlawful purpose. 

Federal officers searched the city 
several hours, before Johnson was 
found hiding in a hotel surrounded ‘by 
four negro guards. 

An attempt was at first made by the 
guards to prevent the officers from en- 
tering Johnson's rooms, but they were 
pushed aside and the government war- 
rant served on the prize fighter with- 
out serious difficulty. 

His bond had been fixed at $350,000, 
but all the federal judges had left the 
bullding for the night and declined to 
leave their homes to go through the 
After sev- 
eral hours’ work Johnson found a 
court clerk willing to act and the 
prisoner was taken to the home of his 
mother, who signed the bonds and 
Johnson was released. 

Federal officers were instructed to 
arrest Johnson, who could not be 
found early this evening. The search 
for him extended to various quarters 
of the city. 

The jury heard the testimony of Lu- 
cile Cameron, of Minneapolis, whose 
mother charged Johnson with abduc- 
tion, and she was held as a witness 
im $15,000 bail. 

In the indictment Johnson is charged 
with violation of the Mann act on four 


counts.

Contract for New Plant Blocked, 
Leaving City Without Means to 
Dispose of the Refuse. 


The old $30,000 crematory, around 
which centered the fight between James 
G. Woodward, mayor-elect, and the city 
council, was condemned bv Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, president of the board of 
health, early yesterday morning. The 
order went forth to Chief John Jentzen, 
of the sanitary department, to abandon 
the plant and to dump no more gar- 
bage there to be incinerated, and when 
the aldermanic bodrd met at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon Dr. Arthur Van Dyke. 
alderman from the eighth ward, blocked 
the attempt of the opponents of Wood- 
ward to get possession of the site. 

The city is now without a means of 
burning the 300 or more tons of gar- 
bage accumulated every day, and will 
face the same situation until the new 
$375,000 plant is completed in May, or 
until the health board president re- 
scinds his order and restores the plant 
to the sanitary department. 

“The old plant is in. a dangerous 
condition, and menaces the lives of the 
men working there,” Dr. Gilbert told 
the aldermanic board. “Superintendent 
Shearer reports that one of the guy 
wires must be restored, or the stack 
will collapse on the building and wreck 
it. I have ordered Chief Jentzen not to 
dump there any more. 
company has promised to have the 
new plant in operation in May, and 
completed in June.” 

Tearing Down Old Plant Opposed. 

The lines of attack on both sides 
were shifted when the crematory 
wrangle went before the aldermanic 
board Thursday afternoon. Alderman 
Van Dyke attacked the contract be- 


for tearing down the old plant, declar- 
ing that he had been informed that 
Story was not respvc..ible, and point- 
ing to a clause in the contract which 
gives him forty days to demolish the 
old plant. The opposition-to tearing 
down the old plant was joined by Al- 
dermen McClelland and Bverett. 

“IT would like to get an opinion from 
the city attorney as to whether Wood- 
ward can be mandamused if he refuses 
to sign the Warrants that will come 
to him while he. is-mayor,”. suggested 
Alderman McClelland. 

He also asked City Attorney Mayson 
for an opinion as to the legal status 
of the contract on the hypothesis that 
the. city bought a $375,000 plant for 


$3,000,000 bond issue, giving its moral 
obligation to pay the balance with 
revenue to accrue in 1913. 

Attorney Declares Contract Illegal. 


City Attorney Mayson said that the 
contract was not legal, and gave the 
opinion that Woodward could not be 
mandamused to force htm to sign each 
of the several warrants for $75,000 
each which become due during his ad- 
ministration. 

The Destructor company, through 
Messrs. Spence & Evins, its attorneys, 
says the crematory wil] be built. At- 
torney Spence told reporters that the 
company would start work on another 
site in the event the old crematory 
cannot be torn away. 

“There are five or six sites in tMfat 
same locality upon which we can build 
the plant,” said Attorney Spence.

WILSON WILL LISTER 
BUT UTTER NO WORD 


Gévernor Says No- Statements Need 
Be Expected From Him 
for Some Time. 


Princeton, N. J., November 7.—Pres- 
ident-elect Woodrow Wilson has no3t 
decided upon the personnel of his’ cab- 
inet, and he intends to Keep his mind 
open on the subject for a long time 
before he takes office. He manifest- 
ly Was concerned today about certain 
speculations emanating from Prince- 
ton with respect to the probable make- 
up of his cabinet. To put an end, if 
possible, to all gossip about cabinet 
appointments, he issued the following 
statement: 

‘Such speculations are i perfectly 
fruitless. 1 meanto keep my mind en- 
tirely open with regard to appoint- 
ments of the first consequence until a 
final announcement is possible. It will 
be perfectly useless to resort to me 
for corroboration of jany report, be- 
cause I shall have’ allsolutely nothing 
to announce. No announcement will 
have the least authority that is’ not 
made over my own signature. These 
are matters which must. be. determined 
by very deliberate counsel, and not by 
gossip. 

To Be Best Listener. . 

From his announced intention of be- 
ing the “best listener-in ‘the United 
States’’ for a few months, it is proba- 
ble that until he has talked. with. par- 
ty leaders and taken counsel with 
people all over the country, he will 
not let his mind deal specifically with 
appointments. 

The president-elect said tonight that 
he eonsidered the time between his 
election and his inauguration a period 
in which he should listen very care- 
fully to the ideals of men enlightened 
and informed On Phauwnal questions, 
and that it was-‘“a public duty” for 
him to do so. 

The president-elect 
tonight with reports cbout his’ pro- 
posed vacation. He said any defi- 
nite announcement that he was going 
to the Bermudas was not authorized. 
“For the very reason that I-am going 
away to res:,” he added, “I will have 
no announcement of my plans to make 
until the day before I start.” He said 
if he did ta-c-e a sea trip he certainly 
would not go on a ;rivate yacht, but 
would go as any other person would, 
on a regular steamer. He is anxious 
for a vacation, and it !s likely he will 
get away within a fortnight. 

Te Stay on as Governor. 

Just because Woodrow Wilson is the 
president-elect of the United States 
he does not, he asserts, intend to re- 
tire from the fight he has waged for 
two years for a program of progres- 
sive legislation in New Jersey. 

Mr. Wilson said today he would 
“stay on the job at Trenton” until he 
had carried out his reforms, but with

The president- elect. admitted. today 
that the progrém of rerorm he had in 
mind for the state wouid be advanced 
by the fact that as the future executive 
ef the country, nation-wide attention 
probably w@uld be attracted by his 
policy in the New Jersey legislature.

THERE’S NO CONFIRMATION 

OF ALLEGED TURKISH DEFEAT 

London, November. 7.—The last 24 
hours have brought little news of im- 
portance from the seat of war. The 
report that Saloniki has been evacu~ 
ated is premature, and a similar re- 
report. concerning Monastir still is un- 
confirmed, There is no authentic news 
of the alleged defeat of the Turks be- 
fore Tchatalja. 

On the contrary a Constantinople 
dispatch sets forth the Turkish ¢laim 
that there are no Bulgarians before 
Tehataija and that both armies are 
resting. The Turkish reports regard- 
ing the progress of the war, however, 
have been se consistently misleading 
as to have little value. The present 
lull in news may mean that some im- 
portant action is proceeding. 

In the meantime diplomatic efforts 
to end the war are making no progress 
and the European press is busy dis- 
cussing all aspects ofthe settlement 
of the difficult questions. 

Everything. tends. to, show. that al- 
most irreconcilable antagonisms will 
arise over the partition of Turkish ter- 
ritory. 


Quarrel Over Albania. 


Servia claims as her share a large 
part of Albania, including the Adriatic 
ports of Durazzo, Alessic and San 
Giovanni di Medua.. 

According ‘to the Servian premier’s 
statement to The Paris Temps the al- 
lies desire the partition of European 
Turkey, leaving the fate of Constanti- 
nople to the decision of the powers. 
According to reports current in Berlin 
the intention of the allies is to divide 
Albania” between Servia and Greece, 
but an agreement already exists .be- 
tween Austria and Italy, which would 
be supported by Germany, guarantee- 
ing the integrity and independence of 
Albania, and the triple alliance is de- 
termined to prevent Servia, at all costs, 
from reaching the Adriatic. It is even 
asserted that the triple alliance has 
agreed to make Albania independent 
with the Duke of the Abruzzi as king. 

. Turkey Vanishing From Europe. 

Only five little districts now remain 
in. the possession of Turkey out of 
the vast territory in Europe which she 
has ruled for centuries. Even these 
five districts, 
ple, Ardianople, Sailoniki, Monastir 
Scutari, are seriously menaced. 

Between, the Bulgarign arm! and 
Constantinople now ,ttand only the 
Tehatalja forts, wh ich are held by an 
army that has suffered a series of 
crushing defeats and that has been 
rendered, tt is believed in nifilitary cir- 
cles, ircapable of making any sustain- 
ed defense against a vigorous assault. 

The commanders of the Bulgarian 
invaders are said to have fixed Sun- 
day next as the day on which they will 
enter the Turkish capttal with their 
troeps and hold a service of thanks- 
giving in the mosque of St. Sophia.

Returns Practically — Assure 
Change of Control, 


a States Yet to Be Heard From 
and Further Democratic 
Gains Are Expected. 


Washington, . November 7.—Contral 
of the senate in the sixty-thiftd con 
gress now is practically assured to 
the democrats. 

Conceding to the republicans the leg- 
islatures of all etates still in the doubt- 


ful column tonight, the democrats will | 


have a vote of 48, or one-half. of the | 
entire membership of the senate, with 
a democratic vice president in the 
Chair to cast the~deciding ballot in 
case of a tie. 

Seven states are yet to be ‘heard 
from definitely. ‘ A senator from any 
of these would give the demdcrats a 
clear majority, and it is possible their 
Strength will be even further increas- 
ed by winning in several. 

Kansas has been added to the demo- 
cratic column in the past twenty-four 
hours. 

Legislatures Still in Doubt. 

The states in_which the complexion 
of the legislatures is yet te be decided 
are: TIliinois,- Michigan, New Hamp- 


shire, Oregon, South Dakota, Teénnes- 
see and Wyoming. Tennessee could be 
relied upon to help the democratic 
party, but the factional fight there may 
prevent in this crisis. 

In Illinois there are complications 
growing out of the multiplicity of par- 
ties, rendering it uncertain whether 
there will be a senatorial election. 
that state there should be 
succesapr to the deposed Senator 
mer, as well as to Senator Cullom. 
whose term expires on the fourth of 
next March. if there should be no 
election the effect would be to favor 
the democrats by reducing the mem- 
bership. of the senate to 94, of which 
number the 48 already chosen would 
be a working majority. 

In New Hampshire the dispatches in- 
dicate’.a possible combination of demo. 
crats and republicans and in that event. 
prediction as to the course of the man 
selected would be mere guesswork.

each new report caused the relentless 
pursuers to entertain renewed hope, 
and to take up the discarded threads 
of their chase. 

Three weeks ago vague rumors of 
Higgins’ existence in Arkansas stirred 
the McClungs and Gwinnett authorities 
into activity, and communication es- 
tablished with officials in Mena, Ark., 
indicated that a wealthy ranchman and 
cattle dealer residing in that place was, 
in all probabilities, the long-sought 
fugitive. 

The reward offered by the McClungs 
and Gwinnett authorities still held 
good. An appeal was made to Gov- 
ernor Brown to renew the state re- 
ward of $200, but the governor refused. 
Thursday afternoon, a week ago, M. 
W. Cole, night policeman at Lawrence- 
vile, left on an investfgation trip into 
Arkansas. 

Cole was selected for the expedition 
because of his intrepid courage and 
daring. He is a type of picturesque 
mountain sheriff, and his, fame has 
been spread abroad over the hills by 
a single-handed fight at the age of 18, 
in which he stood alone against an 
infuriated mob of negroes, pumping a 
Winchester with such death-dealing 
accuracy that he killed three of the 
blacks and wounded several. He him- 
self was badly wounded. 

Cole’s trip was kept a secret from 
‘everybody except Sheriff Garner, 
Mayor Martin and Cole’s father. Shor *- 
ly before leaving on the journey, Sher- 
iff Garner received information from 
the sheriff in Mena that the'right man 
had been located. For fear he would 
escape before the arrival of Cole, no 
effort was made to detain Higgins, and 
the Gwinnett authorities even feared to 
ask for requisition papers. 


Prisoner Leaves Little Rock. 

Mena, Ark., November 7.—(Special.) 
Policeman M. W. Cole, of Lawrence- 
ville, left Mena for Georgia tonight, 
taking with him Vade Higgins, whom 
he had arrested near Grannis, fortv 
miles south of here, yesterday. 

According to Higgins’ captor, Hig- 
gins fled from the scene of the crime 
to Texas, and then went to Oklahoma, 
where he married and lived for four 
years until his wife died. Finding the 
officers were on his trail, he escaped 
to Arkansas, where he married again. 
By this union he has two children. 

He was caught on his plantation in 
the mountains and offered no resist- 
ance when arrested. He maintains he 
is not the man wanted in Lawrence- 
ville, but Policeman Cole declares he 
is the long+«wanted fugitive.

er, Warren, Webster, White, Whitfield. 
When the democratic wave had sub- 
sided on last Tuesday, only six of 
these—-Paulding, Gordon, Cherokee, 
Pickens, Douglas and Haralson—were 
out of the fold.
